our pilot, that was a bold man, in an iuftanc was covered 
with hake .* and which was more ftrange then all the 
reft , the mart ofour fliippe began to budde out with 
branches,and to beare fruit at the coppe, both of figges, 
andgreatclufters of crapes, but not yet ripe: upon the 
fight of this, wee had great caufe to be troubled in mindc, 
and therefore befought the gods to'avert from us the e- 
vill that by thefc tokens was portended; And vvee had 
not paft full out five hundred furlongs, but vvee came in 
view ofa mightie wood of pine-trees and cy prefle, which 
made usthinke it had beeneland, when it was indeed a 
fea of infinite depth, plantedwith trees thathadnorootes, 
hot floted firms and upright, Handing upon the water:

Cleodemm , laid Hermt: let them tell meenow, why they
